In Judge Holmes' court yesterday 


Cliff W. Hagan, charged with robbery, 
withdrew bis plea of not guilty and

Mr. Terry read an extract from Mr.

Irict tbe hoard of education has no con- 
trol over the money and it cannot be 
legally eiven to them. Tho money on 
hand is the property oi the city and can 
be controlled, disposed ol and voted away 
only by the act of tbe board of trustees. 
The board of education cannot be legally 
Kiven power to expend this money. 
He did not believe that the city true- 
tees, however, bad any authority 10 
build any school house on any land 
owned by the school district. The city 
of Fresuo has voted for and sold the 
bonds for tho purpose of bnlldinn a 
school house, which, if built, will be the 
property of tho city. 
The city trustees have no authority to 


turn over this money to the board ol 
education because the latter are olhccrs 
of tho school district which embraces tor- 
rllory outside the city limits. 


"The matter of gelling the opinion ol 


some erninonl legal authority Is all 
bosh," continued Mr. Mclnerney's let- 
tor, "what yon want is to have the mat- 


suo mieveo »"*" 1«"""*™ ~ , 
n u ,

This I believe the growers will have to 


become in time. I believe the arrange- 
ment this year will prove to bs but a 
truce. 
Between the interests of the 


packers and those of the growers there 
must ever be an irrepressible conflict. 
If the packers muet buy raisins they are 
and always will be interested in buying 
them as cheap as poasible. The grower 
is interested in selling them at as high a 
price as possible, So the interests of the 
two are directly opposed. No quantity 
of talk can change thia fact. 


If the growers are to maintain their 
onflict with the packers for a fair price 
hey must be prepared to pack their pro- 
duct if necessary. Thoy must organize, 
he growers of each colony perfecting a 
colony organization for packing purposes 
and each colony organization electing 
representatives to a county committee 
laving in charge tho matters of trans- 
portation and markets.
